the new road law, which goes into 
effect June 21st, and which is quite 
an improvement over the old law 
now in force. 
The new law pertaining to the 
establishment of new public roads 
and highways prescribes that appli­ 
cations for the establishment of new 
roads, or change of roads, shall be 
made by petition 
to the 
county 
court (substantially the same as the 
law now in force), but said petition 
shall be accompanied by the names 
of all resident persons owning land 
through which said proposed road 
shall run, with the amount of dam­ 
ages claimed by them, so far as can 
be ascertained, and also the names 
of those who are willing to give the 
right of way for said road. 
And 
when such petition is presented, the 
court shall examine witnesses as to 
the 
public 
necessity, 
practica­ 
bility, 
probable 
damages 
and 
costs of opening said road, thereby 
obtaining full information as to the 
points 
enumerated 
before taking 
action thereon, and before referring 
the matter to the road 
commis­ 
sioner. 
Heretofore, it was necessary to 
have the road commissioner's re­ 
port in order to know what land­ 
owners would give the right of way 
and who would not give it. 
Under 
the 
new 
law 
these facts are all 
brought out at the first hearing of 
^ .’^the petition, and if there will likely 
be much opposition to the proposed 
road, or much expense in opening 
and bridging the same, the court 
may at once dismiss the case with­ 
out incurring any costs whatever, 
or require the petitioners to pay

amount of damages before proceed-

ing further.
